■ thefts from -honiesof such items as Ty's,- radios 
and other small' electrical appliances. These are 
things that .can be easily transported and easily 
re-sold with little chance of police tracing them. 
Also increasing is thefts of boats and motors, 
always troublesome in- the lakes..area. 

■'. Formerly* a rash of thefts usually ended in 
the arrest of a group of youths. The arrest served 
not only to end the activities of that particular 
group but 'deterred other thieves. . 

, Some figures' of the sheriff's office tell the 

■' story of the. increase in thefts, and of the remark- 
able lack of activity- in solving them. 

In July, J 067, 46 cases of burglary with for- 
ced entry were reported to the sheriff's office. In' 
1966 in the same period, 19. were reported. This 

.yonv, one of the 46 cases was solved and an arrest 
made;, in 19.66; -3. The total number' of such cases 
reported in 1967 -to the end of July was. 221 : in 
1966, 19S. In cases of larceny, $50 or over, in 
J'uly, 1967 twenty-nine cases were reported to the

In other crimes su^lv as assault, rape .and 
armed robbery j the incidence of crime seems to 
stay almost constant.

Your Congressman 
Reports..... 

By Cong. Robert McClorv 

;!.- The President and the Con- 
gress are juggling". a hot. po- 
tato popularly known as a 
"■10?? tax surcharge." . Back 
in January, wlie the Presi- 
dent delivered his budget 
message to the Congress,- this 
proposal was announced orig- 
inally as a "6% surcharge." 
More, recently,, in a special 
nfessage, .the .President boost- 
ed .the; rate .and revealed 
some glaring miscalculations 
in- his -earlier .budget esti- 
mates. 

. What irks many Members 
trf Congress is that the Pres- 
ident lays responsibility for 
our fiscal dilemma at the 
congressional doorstep. The 
Congress, on the. other hand, 
is demanding a reduction in 
Federal' expenditures— which 
the President alone can con- 
trol.. ' "■ 

The. dilemma on" Capitol 
Hill is complicated • when 
such free enterprises as the 
National Association of Home 
Builders' and the American 
Bahkers Association declare 
that a 10 r r surcharge is fully 
justified. However, these and 
other organizations appeal- 
to be primarily interested in 
the welfare of their own 
members. They appear to 
feel that the Administration 
is determined to spend in ex- 
cess of its current revenues, 
and that if the difference is 
not; raised by taxation the 
Government will be compet- 
ing for available credit with 
the banks and homebuilders 
and will, so lo speak, "dry 
up" the money market. 

Fortunately, spokesmen for 
the United States Chamber or 
Commerce and literally doz- 
ens of other business and 
taxpayer organizations have 
emphasized that /the solution 
lies in a reduction in govern- 
ment spending. Walter Win- 
ter, Vice President of the 
United States Chamber, testi- 
fying before the House Ways 
and Means Committee, point- 
ed out that a Treasury deficit 
could be financed by short- 
term borrowing. He stated 
that any resulting increase in 
interest, rates' w.ou Id help the 
balance-of-payments problem 
without draining funds from 
savings and loan associations 
and— other— lending— institu> 
tions. He called also for. 
"immediate major cuts in 
nonmilitary spending." - 

The sharpest blow to the 
administration's plan was 
voiced recently by Senator 
William Proxmire of Wiscon- 
sin. Chairman of the Joint
